While nothing requiring .vipoeial 
notice transpired, the work has 
been none the less neeessjiry and 
be no (icon t.. Every effort has betMi 
niiide to further the mtiterial, iulel- 
loctual, and mortil welfare of tho 
dofif, and it is believed tlitita know- 
ledge of the v.irious means employ- 
(>d will show that in all these re- 
spects the mission seeks to ticcom- 
plish truly i)hil;inthr(»|iie objects 
which must, whon undorsttmd, com- 
mend it mostly wjirmly to tlio sym- 
pfitliy and support, of those who are 
blessed with hearing and speech. 
Regular rcdigious .services for the 
dofif, conducted in the sign lan- 
guage, have been held eviuy Sunday 
inorning and evening in the Bethel 
and tlio Mission Hall. At the form- 
er service the average number pre- 
sent wfis 61}, and at the latter 52. 
riie Sunday afternoon Hible cla.sses 
hiive I eon continued as lieretofi>re 
ill the Mission Hall, under thtv su- 
])eriiitendence of Mrs. Harris, Miss 
A. M'Vicker, and Mr. F. Mtiginn. 
The attendance ha^ tivoraged 
:J1. The Doaf-Mute Literary 
Society held twenty meetings tlur- 
iug the winter months, at which 
lectnr<>s wt>re tlelivered on various 
interesting subjects, the following 
friends kindly taking part in this 
branch of our work : — Rev. Edwartl 
Hazelton, Mr. J. A. Tillinghast. 
Mr. John Craig, Mr. W. H. Addi- 
.s<m (tilasgt)w), Mr. .lames Ptiul

peianee Socit>ty held six njt>etiug, 
when (^Jirnest ami prtietical address 
were givtui by Rev. James Cregan, 
Rev. R. G. Austin, Rev. James 
Mitchell, Rev. R. Tssher (Jreer. 
The members of both the.'^e .societies 
are grateful to Mr. 'J'lllingha.st, 
who kiudly acted as intorprrofer, 
anil by his jxMfoet conunand of the 
sign language et)ntritnjted largtdy 
to the plcftsui-o and profit received. 
The Ephpliatha I,odge of Free

has maintained its position as the 
strongest lodge, from a linaucitil 
point of view, in the Helf.ist dis- 
trict. The tottvl sum paid during 
the jear in allowance to the sick 
was £'Z7 7s lOd, and to meet fun- 
eral claims £1 10s while £(54 i»s 
!ld stands to the credit of the lodge 
in King Siroet Savings Btink. 

The iinnufil reunion in coancetion 
wilb, tho Mission Hall was lu^hl in 
(he Exhibiliiui Hall Botanic Gar- 
dons Piirk, on March 4th, and was 
by universal consent the largest 
and most successful erlertainment 
we have yet had. The Moderator 
of the (xeneral Assembly (Rev. H. 
M. Willijimson, 1). D.) presided, 
and spoke in cordiiil terms of the 
work ol the mission. The piizos 
in eonni>ction with the " Silent 
Messtuiger" competition and the 
Chess Club Tournament for ISOS 
were grjiceful pre.seutetl to the .sue 
cessful competitors by Mrs. Wil- 
lijimson. The ladies' committee 
assisted by Mrs. John Thomiison 
(lionorfiry secretary) antl Mrs. 
Harri8(lady superintendent), have 
been unremitting in their jittention 
to the manjigomont of the hall, 
while the deaf tind dumb com- 
mitU'O, as in former yejirs, have 
been no less watching over those 
dopjirtmeiits of the work in which 
they )tre specially interested. The 
receipts for the year, including a 
donatiim of £30 from Lady Har- 
land, amounted to £501 l'.2s 2<l, as 
coni|)ared with £'iiVi Vis. 7d, last 
yetir. The Hoarii of Mjintigement 
griitefully tick now ledge the valualile 
assistance given bj- Mr. Hugh 
Young find tho lady collectors 
whose elTorlw have mot with such 
gratifying results ; they, at the 
sfime lime, hopo that many friends 
who have not yet subscribed will 
in future be induced to support the 
work of the mission. The trea- 
surtu's report is of a satisfactory 
character. During the year em- 
jiloyinent has been found in 14 
eases including 8 boys iip]>nuiticed 
to good trades. Formerly nineli 
difliculty w.is experi<>nce in finding 
suitiiblesitu.itions for deaf-mutes, 
but happily employers of labour 
are iu>w more generally willing to 
give them a trial, and in many in- 
.stances the do if-mutcs apj)rentice 
proves himsidf so Ciipable a work- 
mtiu that any prejudice which may 
hiive existed against him quickly 
]>asses away. A v.ieaney have oe- 
curred on the Hoard Management 
through the 'U^parture of Rev. S. 
M'Comb, B. D., from' Belfast, Mr. 
A. D. Lemon, J. P., one of the 
honorjiry se<'r(>laries of the ULxter 
Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 



manhood, left to eare for them-

Rev. Jiimes Kiiowles, in secor.il- 
ing the motion, said the work, 
though of a quiet character, was, 
nevertheless, of a very progres- 
sive nature. The only unsatis- 
factory thing about the rt>port 
was that less money had been sub- 
scribed t'tis year than last. The 
institution on the Lisbttru Road

I do not won- 
der that a British subject loves his 
countiy. This little incident, with 
which you are all familiar, is a 
nuirvolous illustration of the pro- 
tection which lTr<>at i-v;i>;" .ri...^ 
to her subjects. 

The King of Ab,\ssiin,i khik ji 
British subject, named Campbell, 
fibout twent.v years ago, carried 
him up to the fortress of Magdala, 
on the heights of a rocky moun- 
tain, and put him into a dungeon, 
without cause assigned. It look 
six months for Great Britain to find 
that out. Then Great Britain de- 
manded his immediate release. King 
TheobfiKi refu.sed the release. In 
less than ten days after that refusal 
was reeeivoil, 10,000 English sol- 
diers, including 6,000 Sepoys, were 
on board 8hij>s of war jind were 
sailing down the coast. When they 
reached thecofist they disembark- 
ed, marched across the terrible 
o<nintr.v, a distance of 7lUl miles un- 
der a burning sun, up the moun- 
tain, up to the very heights in front 
of the frowning dungeon ; then gave 
battle, battered down the iron gates 
find the stone walls, reached down 
into the dungeon and lifted luit of 
it that one British subject. King 
Theobald killing himself with his 
own pistol. The.Y then carried him 
down the mountain, across the land, 
put him on boanl a white-winged 
ship, and sped him to his home in 
sjifety.

While electricity Is certain to ef- 
fect a very mati rial saving ip 
manufaeluring, it has others uses 
quite as important. Whore there 
Is one factory, there may be hun- 
dreds of dwellings, and when the 
electric current ciiin be introduced 
into these dwellings, its advantages 
will be manifold. As to economy, 
the Niagaia. I'^alls power has Jiro- 
dueed th(^ most startling results. 
It costs but $'-M a year jter horse 
[lower for eleetficily useil twenty- 
four hours in the day. This is 
much less than the cost of steam 
used ten hours a day. There are 
hopes that even these figures will 
be vrvy malerially reduced, and 
that new appliances will show 
many u. SI'S for electricity, and that 
we will not only have our houses 
lighted anil heated by this means, 
but it wiil be able to perform many 
services automatically. One of the 
latest adaiitions of electricity is its 
use in landries. The ii-ons are 
heated by electricity, and by pro- 
jiei regulation, a current is iiKed 
which is absoluloly uniform. All 
of the heat is utilized, and there- 
fore every stfoke of the iron tells, 
as I here is no waiting, or wonder- 
ing, or questioning if the iron Is 
hot enough. Another great ailvan- 
lage islhfil if does not heat the room, 
as the radiation from the iron is 
not perceptible. <bis-heated irons 
vitiate the atmosphere, and the 
o|ierations become weary and lack 
vil/ility. Where iialtiral gas litis 
herelofore been employed for heal- 
ing irons, it Is now used to gene- 
rate electricity, and the change is 
of great advantage, both financially 
and in (toint of health. — New Vorl- 
fjrili/i'r.

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THE (X)imT FINDS FKANK METCALF 
(GUILTY OF assaulting C, HARRY 
OLIVER— THE MATTER WILL BE 
APPEALED. 

When the poli«'e court called 
into session yesterday morning 
quite a number of witnesses and 
spectators were iu attendance. 
The mt>8t import.jint matter to 
come up the trial of Frank Metoilf 
chargeti with assault and battery 
on the pi'i'son of C, Harry Oliver, 
the deaf-mute. It ' will be re- 
membered that Melcalf hit Oliver 
in the face while the latter was at 
the deaf and dumb institute last 
Thursday, Oliver did not return 
blow for blow but went immediately 
to an officer and had a warrant 
issued for Metcalf's arrest. The 
oflicer in charge released the super- 
intendent without taking him to 
the station, notifying him to ap- 
pear and answer the cli.iv;,'!' on 
Tuesday morning. 

As instructed Mete.ilf appe.ued, 
ami had with him, as counsel, Mr. 
Davit! Evans. The prosecution 
was conducted by Judge (iideson. 
The defense requested a trial by 
jury, but after arguments the couii 
refused to grant the request, 
Oliver took the stand and with 
much diflicully told his tale of 
woe. He testitied that he was on 
the grounds of the Deaf and Dumb 
school Thursday whenlie met Met- 
calf. He asked the superintendent 
what grudge he had against him, 
etc. That Metealf insisted that he 
had insulte<] Mrs. Metealf, which 
he denied, whereupon Metealf 
struck him in the eye and kicktnl 
him stnerely. (Itlier witne.s.ses 
were sworn to prove the circum- 
stances leading up to the slugging, 
but as they, of ctmrse, did not hear 
anything from Oliver, it is hard t<> 
deeitled who really stnited the 
quarrel. Metealf was sworn in his 
own behalf, antl t<«stitied th.it he 
had seen Oliver together with an- 
other person on the grounds on the 
evening of the 10th, and as Oliver 
had asked him what he had 
against him, be told him that lie, 
Oliver, had insulted his wife and 
that he inu.st leave the grounds. 
That Oliver said he liati not insult- 
«vl Mrs. Metealf, and that he, Met- 
ealf, was a liar. That he then 
struck Oliver but ditl not kick him. 
Metealf also testitied to Oliver's 
former bad character. 

The r(>s|MH'tive attorneys argued 
the case to the court, after which 
the court gave its decision, finding 
the defendant guilty, and imposed 
a f^ne of tS. 

Mr. Metealf stated that the Con- 
stitution allowed all persons the 
right of trial by jury, and Judge 
Hulaniski had refused to grtint re- 
quest and he would pmbably take 
an appeal of the ease to di.s(rict 
eonrt. — Oyden (Utah) Standard
